SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTHWEST 


HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS. 

Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lunds in Manitoba or the North- 
Wese Provinces excepting 8 and 26, not

VERNMENT SEED 
WAS OF HIGH QUALITY 


The Official Resort of the Seed Com- 
missioner Shows That Seed Grain 
Farmed To Farmers of West Was 
of An Excellent Standard. 


The -report of the seed commisaion- 
er on the work of the branch in eon- 
nection with the purchase and dis- 
wWibution of government seed grain 
last epring, as recently presented to 
the department, containg Wiuch inter- 
esting information as to the quality of 
the grain distributed. Detaiis as to 
the stancard of inspection and the 
recleaning operations are given, but 
the public are already more or leas 
familiar with this* phase of the work 
and the really important part of the 
report, from their standpoint, is that 
dealing with the purity and the ger- 
mination quilities of the grain sent 
out, 

All of the grain purchased was in- 
spected by officers of the seed branch, 
and, after being accepted, it was clean- 
ed in one oi the elevators under the 
éupervision of representatives of the 
provincial governments of Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta, The provincial re- 
presentatives had authecrity to have 
the grain clecned ce often as neres- 
saty, in order to remove the smal 
seads and bring it to the highest pos 
éible state of cleanliness before being 
sacked. It was also the duty of the 
provincial men to take representative 
camples of each car, lot that was sent 
out, These samples were collected 
daily from the Winnipeg cleaning ele 
vators and stored in the office of the 
chief grain inspector, When the work 
of cleaning was completed at Bran 
don, Moose Jaw, Regina and Fort 
William “samples of the cars sent ent 
from these points were also emt to the 
pifice of the chief grain inspector at 

jinnipeg, An analysis of each ol 
these car samples was made by the 
seed branch offcers. In the case of 
the grain purchased at Calgary and 
Edmonton, the report is based on the 
original inspection certificates. The 
report indicates that the average qual 
ity of the grain sent out was very 
high, considering the fact that it had 
to be purehased from commereia! 
channels 

Analysis For Purity, 

The report shows that of the 545 
samples of wheat analyzed, nearly ali 
representing ful! carlots, 149, or 27 pei 
cent., were entirely free from noxiou 
weeds mentioned in section 6 of the 
Seed Control act; 167 lots, or 31 per 
cent, while not entirelp free from nox 
ious weeds, contained not more ban 
one per pound, thus conforming to the 
provisions of the Sced Control act; 16 
lots, or 30 per cent., contatned mor 
than one noxious weed seed per pound 
and not more than five, or about one 


twenty-difth of 1 per cent.; while 6 
lots, or 12 per ceni,, contained mor 
than five noxious weed seeds pet 
pou nd, The maximum number o! 


weeda seeds per pound allowed by the 
standar@-of inspection was ten. All o 
the Wheatésent out had to be selected 
from commercial grein, but after 
cleaning, 58 per cent. of it was of suci 
quality that it could have been sok 
as seedsmen's stock under the Seed 
Control act, 

Gf the oats, those purchased in Wes 
tern Canada were by far the mos) 
badly contaminated with  noxiouw 
weed seeds, Of the 201 lots analyzed 
16, or & per cent., 
seeds mentioned in section 6 of the 
Seed Control act; 16, not entirely free 
jyvom noxious weed seeds, contained 
not more than one per pound; 63 lots 
or 32 per cent., contained over one 
noxious weed seed per pound, but not 
over five; while 106, or 52 per cent. 
contained over five noxious weed eeed 
per pound, The maximum number al 
lowed, by the standard of inspection 
was 2 

With the exception of four cars, al 
the oats supplied trom Ontario con 
formed to the provisions of the Bee« 
Control ect. Four wild oats per pounc 
was the highest proportion of impuri 
tie; shown in any of the Ontario oate 
cleaned at Winnipeg. 

Of the 61 lots of | Prineé Edward 
Ialund oats examined, 51, or 77 pe 
cent,, were entirely tree trom noxious 
weed seeds, while all the rest conform 
ed to the Seed Control act with the ex 
ception of two cars, which contained & 
fraction over Oue wild cats per pound 
The wild oats in the Prinee’ bdwar 
Island oats were of the emooth white 
variety, 

Ot the 200 samples of recleaned Brit 
ish oute examined, 56, or 28 per cent 
were entirely free from noxious weer 
seeds; 85, or 42’) per cat,. contames 
not more than one wild out per pound 
while 59, or 20's per cent,, Container 
more than, one wild oat per pound 
but not mors than five, the latter num 
ber being shown in only a very few in 
stances, 

The above figures are the stronges 
evidence that the government wa 
more than justified in going outsids 
of Western Canada to seek a supply 0 
clean seed oats 

Of the 40 lots of barley analyzed 
one was entirely free from noxiou 
weed sveds, 13 contained not mor 
than oae per pound, 22 Coniained mor 
than one, but not more than five pe 
pound, while six contained more that 
tive per pound, eight wild oats being 
the highest proportion of impuritie 
shown in any of the recleane@ sam 
plea. 

Germination Qualities. 

Actual germination teste of wheat 
and barley supplied were not consid 
ered necessary, as the vitality of thes: 
grains can be pretty accurately esti 
mated by appearances. Samples con 
taining any considerable proportion © 
thin or sheunken grains were rejected 
even though they might grade hig) 
enough to be accepted, The oats dis 
tributed direct from@g )ntario were no 
vianitted to the germination test, a 
their vitality was considered unques 
tionable. In the case of the oats pur 
chased at Edmonton, also, the germin 
ation test ‘was not considered neces 


eury as the grain was all of the 190f 
crop and quite free from injury. With 


the exception ol the cases mentionéd 


germination teets were made of the

Trecleaned Samples at the time of in- 


spection. Th a season like last year, 
when damage from frost is so general, 
it is very difficult to estimate the ger. 
mination qualities of oats and it would 
npt have been surprising if several 
ears of inferior quality had passed the 
inspection. 

However, the report shows that of 
nefrly 200 caregpurchased in western 
Catinda, only twelve that were distri- 
buted showed less than 70 per cent, 
germination, with an average of be- 
tween 85 per cent, and 90 per cent.

ALBERTA SPELLS OPPORTUNITY. 


E. W. Randall, dean and director of 
the Department of Agriculture in the 
University of Minnesota was among the 
touring Minnesotans who visited Edmon- 
ton last evening. Dean Randall is in 
élose touch with all agricultural inter- 
ests in the state and has given consid- 
erable thought to all world movements 
that effect agriculture. When asked by 
a Bulletin representative of «his impznes- 
sions of Alberta he said that everything 
here spells opportunity. “If you look 
over the history of the world’s progress’* 
said the dean, “you will find that there 
has been a great change in the last hun- 
dred years. Owing to the advance of 
civilization, famine, plague and decim- 
inating wars are fast becoming a thing 
of the past and there is nothing to pre- 
vent the population of the world ‘n- 
creasing more rapidly than ever before. 
The great centres of population in Eu- 
rope are looking for an outlet and Al- 
berta is in a position to supply it. This 
is the secret of the stream of immigra- 
tion to the Canadian west. ‘“Then again,” 
continued the dean “farm land in the 
United States and Eastern Canada is 
largely occupied with the result that 
farmers are sending their sons to Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan to lay hold on 
new lands.”’ 

jurning to Agriculture. 

One of the greatest world’s move- 
nents at the present time in the opinion 
of Dean Randall, is ‘‘back to the land.”’ 
A notable proof of this was the recent 
congress of the governors of every state 
in the union at Washington to fiscuse 
the resourtes of the commonwealth. At 
that congress the highest tribute was 
paid to agriculiure and a plea was made 
on every hand to conserve all the agri 
oultural resources, of the waste of the 
country was deplored and the  import- 
ance of scientific methods was pointed 
out, “All this indicates,” said Dean 
Randall “that agriculture is receiving 
more and more prominence every year. 
Alberta with its large tracts of excellent 
agricultvre land will have a very rapid 
development.” 

Progress in the State, 

Asked as to the progress of agricul 
tuve in the state of Minnesota, Dean 
Randall said thet attention was being 
directed to a suitable rotation of crops. 
No lands should be kept producing the 
come kind of grain every year as ‘the 
soil soon becomes depreciated, “As a -re- 
sult of the experiments the fertility of 
the soil has been much presecved and 
improved, Another line of experiments 
is the breeding of new varicties of 
grains which will show greater hardi- 
ness and productiveness. Great succese 
has been attained in this direction. A 
new variety of corn has been invented 
which will mature about fifteen days 
than any other. This renders 
danger to the corn by frost very impro- 
bable.

the Fraser river and Puget Sound in 
Auguat by Dr. David Starr Jordan 
and Mr. J. H. Bastedo, respectively 
appointees of the international fisher- 
i¢és commission authorized by treaty 
between Great Britain and the United 
States, 

This commission is charged with the 
duty of advising bot) governments in 
regard to the conservatism of fisheries 
of all kinds in water contiguous to 
both countries. It is a well known 
fact that Dr. Jordan is an ardent ad- 
vocate of conservatism of all elasses o? 
fisheries frerspective of wi:at results 
may be to commerce and industry. He 
is recognized the world over as an au- 
thority on ficsh and even those who 
inight be adversely affected by his re- 
commendations would never think of 
questioning hie motives and it isere- 
eognized that no influence could be 
brought to bear upon his findings. 

Knowing Dr, Jordan as well as they 
do and being certain that Mr. Bas- 
tedo will hearken to the demands of 
the Canadian canners for close periods 
during the three off seasons following 
the year 1909, the Fraser river canpers 
are certain that fishing will Se absé- 
lutely prohibited. It is stated that 
many of the Puget Sound canners are 
in favor of a suspension of fishing 
during the years mentioned and those 
who oppose the idea will not be able 
to influence the government at Wash- 
ington with whom the order of sus- 
pension will lie. Several years ago 
the anti-suspension interests were able 
to put such a étrong lobby into the 
state of Washington legislature at 
Olympic that plans for the prohibition 
of fishing were knocked out.
